'  The  following  inGcriptlona  are  from  the  earliest  cenietery  within 
the  limits  of  the  present  town  of  Sudbury,  ]Ma8S.  This  is  situated 
-at  Sudbury  Centre,  near  tlie  town  hall  and  the  First  Farish  C'hurch, 
,and  was  the  second  burial  place  to  be  established  in  the  town,  the 
jSrsl,  ^vherc^thJe_earlJ  settlers  were  buried,  being  in  that  part  of  the 
town  whicli  later  became  Wayhind..  After  this  division  of  the  town, 
which  took  place  in  1780,  this  was  the  only  cemetery  in  Sudbury 
until  the  establishment  of  AYads worth  Cemetery  in  1835  at  Green 
Hill,  where  vras  the  grave  of  the  men  slain  in  the  Sudbury  fight  in 
1675.  Blount  Pleasant  Cemetery,  at  the  Centre,  was  laid  out 
about  184.0,  and  another  at  North  Sudbury  in  1843.  After  the 
establishment  of  these  other  burial  places,  interments  in  the  older 
yard  became  less  and  less  frequent  and  have  finally  ceased.  There 
are  some  graves  in  this  yard  marked  only  by  conmion  field  stones, 
and  doubtless  there  are  many  others  not  marked  at  all.  All  of  the 
inscriptions  are  here  given,  the  earliest  bearing  date  of  1727,  and 
it  is  worthy  of  note  that  less  than  half  of  these  deaths  are  found  on 
the  records  of  the  town.
